BAKEHO FHIZE COURT JUDGMENT, 

The Jiji publishes particulars of the jodamont 
Avlivered by the Baseho Prize Conrt in Tespect 
of the Britivh steamer Nigretia which, with ber 
eargo of kerosene oil, hasbeen declared con- 
fisented, Tho facts and reasons of the Court's

~ ateamer at Shangbai with Moeller Bros. of 
Shanghai, agents for Alki & Co. Serebronik 
thon shipped 70,010 cases of korosono oil by the 
Nigretia, We alyo shipped 16 his agont or super. 
cargo P. M. Bren. o Lieutenant in the Russian 
Navy, wlo was in command of the torpeda-boat 
Rastoropoy which escaped from Pout Arthur 
aud took ghelter at Chefoo, whore she was blown, 
ap. Bron was shipped undor tho assumed nawe 
of Froderich Pileenar, » German morehent.;

of ascertaining the character of his passengers. 

The steamer Nigretia in this case attempted 
to convey two Russian navy officers. to Viadivo- 
ptook. ‘hug there is no question that the 
steamer wos engaged in the traneport of contra. 
band men in war time. ‘The potitionermaintnined: 
that in shipping two Russian navy officers he 
bad not any ides that they wore naval officers, 
and thut he was not guilty of any delinquency 
in not knowing them to bo naval officars. They 
wers shipped by tho chartorer, and ho claims 
that the s1eamer was not liable to confiscation. 

" But the captain fails to vorify the fact that he did 
not know them to be Russian officers, Taking 
it for granted that he did not know, hois guilty

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KANDYAN MARRIAGE CUSTOM.

‘ MR. BOYD KINNEAR 
George Morodith, in tho “white winter of 
his age,” bas propounded a most- revolutionary 
dogma with regard to marriage. He does not 
want it to be a life-long tie. “for better for 
worro,” but marely a temporary arrangem- nt, 
lasting: Yor five or ten yenrs—a_ coutract renew- 
vbl- or.terminablo at th- rnd of thu period. It 
wasn most heretical view, aud Mr. Dooley, with 
hix quaint humour got the world to laugh the 
thonie out of all consideration by picturing the 
docility.. amiability, indispensablencss, and the 
other womanly tactics the wife would employ ss 
the period of hor. wifehood was drawing too 
close! It is as wall the dogma was laughod out, 
jor it is luwildering to think what tho regults 
woull have beon had Moredith’s .viewa been 
followed into practice! But whutover the merite 
and demerits of such o relaxed law, Meredith 
could never have droamed that as elastio a 
provision is in oxistenco—und existent in this 
Jond™ where evory prospect pleases”! Tf he had 
consulted Mr. Arnnachalam’s most inveluable 
OCpnsas Report ha wonld have learnd- that 
among thy Kandyans marriage is aissolvable by 
mutual consent, on thy ground of, int-r a is, 
inwbility to live happily together! Meredith's 
emendution of the law which made “* twain one 
flesh” pales into insignificanes before such a 
conveniently elastic custom ! 


Among the Kandyans there aro two kinds of 
smarrioges—the “digas” and the “bins” In 
the former the girl enters the hushind’s family ; 
in the latter tho husband entors tho wifes 
family. But in both marriages the contract is 
terminabla at will. Mr. Arunachalam giv & 
his approval to this system, fi a wort of fur-off 
echo ot Meredith in these words :— 


“The Sinhulese deserve credit for ovelving 

& marriaze syatem well suited to the rocial 

needs of modem civilized life, and net un- 

worthy of adoption in those countries wrere 
nuarringe bas for ali practical purposer ceased 
to have any religious signifivance and becoma 

a. civil contract.” : 

Taking the two kinds of marriages, in the 

“diga,.”' the husbaud is the predominant partner. 
The wife and the dowry pusses into the family 
of the husband, aud sho loges all claim upon her 
ancestral property, except for muintenaure in 
caso she is deserted. In the “bina” the wife is 
the predominant partner, and tho husband is 
dependent on her and ber parents, and is lisble to 
The wife can at 
any time {ake another husband more agreasble 
to horself or the rest of the family. This Ixtior 
kind of wedding is the one contracted by 
heiresses, and there is a saying among the 
Kandyans that a “bina” husband should not 
take to his wife’s hotso any property eaven 
torch pnd 4 walking atiok, with which ho con 
depart at nny nioment! 
_ The mariner in which 2 marriogs is srranged 
is interesting. As with certain otbor races in 
the Island, the parents and relations have a 
great deal to doin tho matier. Wheos has- 
band is cought for 3 daughter, or a wife.tor u 
son, tho parents or the chief relations of the 
one will communicato to tho representatives of 
the other of the desirability of a union. should 
the proposed union be approved of the relatives 
of one or the other como witb a pingo to the 
honso of the other and ask for the horoscope 
of the young person to be married. The 
horoscopes of the two ‘people ore consulted; 
and, should there be notbingy untoward, a 
morriago "is arranged, and the lucky boar for 
tho nuptials determined, : 

When tho doy arrives the bridegroow, preceded 
by presents, starts with his relations aud attead- 
ants to conduct the bride, and is met, somo way 
from the bride's house, by her relatic ns and is 
weleomed in. As the Incky hour approaches 
the bridegroom's mother or some other fit 
relatives present the bride's mother with a white 
cloth, and the bride’s fnther gives the brida- 
groom aguitofclothes. The lucky honr having 
arrived, the bridegroom gives the bride s cloth, 
throws a choin ronud her neck, and presonts 
hor with a got.of female apparel. Arruyed in 
theso clothes she asconds the special raised dais, 
tho mngol-porawa, which has seats for the bride’ 
and bridegroom, A close relative hero ties the 
little fingers of the couplo together, and the 
couple turn three times towards the right ond 
ait down together. Somo balls cf cakes, rico, 
and milk, sre then handed (0 tho bride and bride- 
groom, who exchange them among themselves, 

The guests are then treated to refreshmenta 
of the same kind, and betel and sandalwood are 
distributed amongst them. The wedding is 
then complete.. The bri¢egroom after that 
conducts the bride to his house. A close male 
relative of tha lgtter goes with him, and approach- 
ing their destination, an elderly - kinsinan 
of the bridegroom meets them and makex them 
welcome, At the lucky hour the bride und’ 
bridegroom enter the room prepared for them. 
The person who came with the bride from her 
houso is entertsined hospitebly for seven days, 
and on the seventh doy the ceremony .of pouring 
weter on the bend tukes place—the ceremony 
being "performed by the elderly relative, The 


bride's parents ond relatives come a fow daye 


after and. prosent the dowry. The nowly- 
wedded couplo after this visit their parents. 
These ero the special provisions ‘in diga 
morriages, os laid down in a special Sinhalese 
work of authority, In the case of the bina, the 
huvband entera tho wife's family, and beyond the 
special fostivitics, and the cermony proper, has 


no ceremonial spread over so many days—-Times }.

Few people realise what an art boat and yacht 
toiling is. Yot in the sailing of yachts the por- 
sonal equation of the helmsman counts for as 

} much. os does the difference in skill of the jockeys 
of racehorses. In_our time there is said to 
oply ono amateur yachtsnian who can hold his 
own at the tiller in esiling a largo yocht in o 
raco with professional helmemen of the first 
olese, And in our time thore has ovly been one 
genticman rider who could compete with an 
Archor or o Fordham in flat racing. 

Tho really ola x helmsmen in Englaud 
and America to-day may be counted on tus 
fingers of one hand. just ns the jockeys whe 
are in the front rank in racing of tho flat may 

similarly enumernted. 

Praotice, of course, counts for s great deal in 

sports. Itis from luck of equal practice 
thot the gentleman rider falls behind his pro- 
fessional rival on the flat, and it is want af 
practice that prevents amateur yachtsmen from 
malifying for sailing » Shemrack or a Reli 

flor tho America Cup. Bunt practice ennno: da 
overythiny, and there are cortain qualities—and 
not os fow_of thom—-that. the firet-clags holma_ 
n-must poxs-su in a greator or lesser degree 

if he dees uot combine them in theit entirety. 

He must havo courage to suil his craft with 
determination. A cool head to guide her in 
danger or extricate her from the diffienlt posi. 
tions whioh arise through keen comp tition of 
muny rival competitors. Quick observation te 
dutect changes in the condition of wind and sea, 
and tho effect of the manwuvres of his rivals. 
Patieuve to suffer the vagaries of a tickle breeze, 
and qnick decision to tako advantage of the 
amallest cpportanity. Good temper to endure 
tho batfots of ill-luck, and: withal, a light hand 
on the tillor to coax his sails to tlumber in the 
breeze and thus win the greatest speed from 
the veurel of which ho is ia charge 

So two heltmsmen possess ull these qualities 
in equal degree, Thna one man may lack in 
cooluess and potince. Such an oue is he whe 
will sail a mugnificent race when he is leading 
his competitors, but may fail to ‘extricate him- 
self whou placed in a disadvautageons position 
by his rivals. Another may bo slow to observe 
what is passing around him or- muy lack the 
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facally of coming to swift decision. Such an 
one needless to say, miss many an op: 
portanity and lose mony races tuat might have 
been won. A third may be impatient of tem- 
per. Itis said that it ia never of .any use to 
yet angry with a woman, It is quite certain 
that the wey to perdition in a yavht ravy lies 
throngh the loss of that equanimity which is 
essential if the helmsman would do himself and 
his charge justice. 

As we look back over our ¢xp-riences 
in yacht racing in these waters recollec- 
tions of many skilful helmsmen rise 
beforo ua and we can: r-member to have 
detected in each one of them the posses. 
sion, ina groater or lesser degree. of the 
qualities we have mentioned. One of the first 
expott helmumen we had to contend with was’ 
Mr. (now Major) Lindsay Lloyd, R.E. :-Ho 
soiled the old” Hiyah with “great success. in 
1891 und won the championship of the Club, 
Later he achieved equal saccess with the 
Payne. Ho was nevor more st his ease thon 
when the wind piped lond and Jnshed tho water 
into white fooming crests. Always on tho 
starting Sine at gunfire he was hard to catch if 
he gave you the slip. Bat whon tho gentlest of 
zepvyre, with foint and fickle breath, barely 
raised the Sighting flags of the little fleet of 
tacors, he was perhaps more dangerous still, 
For so quick his observation and nice his touch 
on tiller that tho little Hiyah was rarely left 
dehind in those patches of water scarcely ruffled 
by baffling breezes that try- the patience of 
helmemen in our harbour. 

‘We used to iautter “what luck he hay” ai 
he left us strngy ing to find an air of wind to 
carry us on, till the conviction was gradually 
borne in upon us thot bis luck was only skill. 

Mr. Lihosd's principal rival in those days was 
Major Wynne Eyton, who wede so great a 
name for ths Mart. He was a skipper 
perhaps less briliiant bat more patient and 
persevering. No raco was.ever lost with him 
till it was won, and no helmsman that has sailed 
in these waters ever did bis craft more vonzis- 
tent justics. It was in this epoch, too, that Mr. 
J. K. Harding, of the Impovial Maritime 
Custome, came amongst us, He bod sailed boats 
since ho was o boy aud wo sometimes think that 
ho was perhaps the best helmsman that .wo 
have seen in the-e waters. The manner in which 
he sailed the Aiyeh after she bad passed out 
of Mr, Lloyd's hands was an object less-n in 
whata first-claas helmsman can do with anything 
that is equipped with filler ond sails: We 
sailed against bim ourselves, but never brat him, 
althongh we often succeeded in beating the 
Hiyals when he was not at her helm. 

ter, some of the closest racing ever seen in 
Hotigkong was witnessed’ between the Mud 
Mariun in the hands of My, John Hastings, 
and the Erica with Mr, Denison at hor tiller. 

Of different types these two helmsmen, and 
each with his peculiar capacity. The former 
at once wary and bold; of infinite patience, 
avd with consummate. jujgment that rarely 
led him into error, The Istter, original iu 
conception, swift in «decision and quick to 
seize the slenderast opportunity afforded by 
tho roles of racing or the condition of the 
elemonts, In tho two seasons between 1896 and 
1898 the Maid Afartan won the champi-nship, 
Erica being gecond to her In tho third séaton 
(1898 to 1899) Erica waa champion with the 
Maid Marian second. - ‘a ontablo struggle. 

In addition to being a brilliant helmsman— 
when he likes totry his best—Mr, D-niaon hes 
a wonderful knack of finding the trim of a yacht. 
This is an art that every helmsmah should 
-eultivate. Let it not be supposed -that'a yacht 
ia 2 machine, likes gun, that one has only to 
handle with precision toattainthe mark... Even 
a piypo weds tuning and a c'ock regulating. 
But a.yacht is more diffionlt to deal.-with 
than these, for, although inanimate, sho so 
nearly approxchos. to the animate that; we 
‘gometimes almost fatioy - lier alive. ~ It- is 
well then to deal with her as you wonld 
with her living sisters—attend to her little 
as well as her big wants; Jearn to under- 
stand her; be gentle with. her; coax her when 
out of mood; take pride in her; and si will 
‘ ever respond to your demands apon her beip. 

In these later years it has been our. good 
fortune to sail constantly against an exceedingly 
skilful helmsman—as skilful as avy of those 
mentioned. We allude to Rear- Admiral U.'G. 
Robinson, R.N., who sailed the Vernon. with 
such conspicuous success. Long-trained to the 
gea he -rarely “missed indications of wind or. 
weather, and his fouch on the tiller was so 
light and true that it was a‘real treat 1o-xe 
li esting “hie col eee

SHANTUNG: AND JAPAN’S - 
ADVANCE IN CHINA. 

At s meeting of the’ Dentxcbe-Asintieche 
Gesellschaft held in Berlin on March 0th, the 
political and economic effects of the Russo- 
Japanese War were tisoussed. The mostiog 
was largely and infiueotially ationded. The 
paper read was a lecture entitled “ Our. Aims 
and Achisvements in Shanfung and the 
STapanesd Advance in China,” delivered by, Herr 
you: Krabner, tho directur of the Drutsche 
Gesellschaft fuer Bergbau und Industrie in 
Sha:tune, ne ; 

According to the.report inan English paper, 
after dealing with the subject of German rail- 
way avd mining ent-rpriees in Shantong, Herr 
ven Kralner dealt with the main o' j-ct of his 
discourse, wWhics wos to imprexs the v d with 
tho imnlinence of-'the “ Yellow Peril.” He 
nid, in offect, that while the attention of 
Europe und Amerien hod been abs-rbed in 
watching the progroxs of the Manohurian cam. 
paign, Japan had beon engaged quistly and 
had: suceeded: in elfec'ing what amounted 
to nothing less than the“ Japanving ” of China. 
bince the beginning of the war Japan had sue. 
ceeded in establishing her predom naitce bo'h, 
olitically and ecomicaily in the Middl« 
Kingdom. She was now oveupying herself with 

the completa_reorganisation..of the. Chines 
Army,,and wag olso carrying on, by meons of 
proclamations and Chineye uowspapers, 4 grund 
anti-foreit¢n usmpsigo. Sho was fomonting the 
ha'red of the Ciinese even against her Briti-h 
ally by informing them that the British wera 
enslaying and brutalising the coolies in South 
Africa. In nddition to this anti-foreign cam 
paiyo Jepan, Herr von Krabnor averred, was 
promoting un antidynastic movement, with the 
object of oventually placiog Yuan shi-kai, 
Vievsroy of Chib-li, on tho Throne (!).. That 
Viceroy wus now complotely in ihe powor of the 
Jopuneso, and as he controlled all appointments 
in Uuina rt was obvious that oo more fitting 
person could have been selected to play the 
role of » Japanese Li Hung-chang, Ic was 
a moral certainty that unless the advance of 
Japon could be checked the time would com+ 
when Gerinany would be compelled to dofend 
Kiauchun and Shontong ayainst her hosts. 
He beliesved.and was convinced tat when that 
moment orrived Germany would: be able to 
connt oa the support of France and the United 
States, whose interests in’ Tonkin and the 
mes would.bs mennced in a scarcely I+ss 
degree. Bat if the other Powers were unwilling 
to bar the progress of Japan: then, said Herr 
von Krabner, Germauy muat take upon her own 
shoulders this “white mun’s burden.” She 
_must dothis for the suks of her off- 
would never forgive the present gener: 
allowed Japin to annihilate German trade in the 
Far East und te obtsiu complete control over 
China, Above all things Germany must support 
the prosent dynasty against the machinations uf 


Japan. : 

Dr. Vi sberg-Rekow, president of the sovicty, 
wosas much concerned ag Herr voo -Krabn-r 
at the manner in which the Japanesy were 
competing. not only against Germany, but also 
against Great Britain. be informed his 
hearers that the Japancs: were rapidly driving 
British traders out of tho Yang-tse Volley. 
They_had monopoliced the cawphor trade, and 
were giaduolly obtaiving coutrol ot . the 
shipping interests in that r-gion. British 
shipowners were no longer, able tu’ con- 
tend aguiost their .Jspaneso rivals. Ho 
emphasised the statemen's made by Herr 
youn Kiabor with reference to the re- 
organisation of the Chinese Army, ani 
added that to bis knowledge the Japanese 
: Admiralty had mapped . ut oa comprehensive 
lan for the coustruction of a new Chinese 

leet. The Japanese had decided, he said, that 
the hoadquerters of the fulure Chinese Navy 
were to ba established at Tientsin, which would 
be converted under their uuspices inte » va t 
naval) arseval. The prodigious military suocesses 


8 | of Japan, he observed in conclusion, had redaced 


beth the Chinese peop'e aud the Chinese Guv- 
ernment to 2 condition of awe, and bad rendered 
thom the absolute tools of Japsmess amb:tions. 

Lientenant-General von Gayl, who served 
under Count von Walders 9 in Chinn, observed 
thet he, too, foresaw the poskibility that 
Germany might one day have to fight the 
Japanese on account of Kinochau, but it was, 
he hoped, a joseibility which would never 
become a reality, The Goneral spoke in the 
highest terms of admiration of the Japanciwo 
and of the extraordinary performances of their 
army aguinst eo formidable dod fearless a foe 
a3 Russia. It was impossible, he said, for any 
words to do justice to the devotion and 
intrepidity of the Japanese troops. For his 
part he could only say that it would be against 
all the lawa of nature to expect that b nation so 
virile as the Japanese should neglect to develop 
its reaourees, nor did he know where the 
Chinese could obtain mora capable instrae! ors 
for thoir navy'and army than were to be found 
in Japon, The General added that he was 
firmly convinced that if the Russians dit not 
conclude peace very shortly thay would be 
blotted out of the history book of the world 
for an indefinite number of years. 

In-the conrge of the evening questions were 
addressed to Herr vou Krabner as to the pro- 
bable fate of Wei-hai-wei after the war, W.uld 
not Wei-hai-woi.be menaced with th» same 
poril as Kisochax? Herr voa Krabuer replied 
that in all probubility the British Government 
would hand Wei-hai-wei over to the Japanesy. 


COTTON IN THE PHILIPPINES.

- The man yho will discover a way to success- 
fally fight tho boll weevil in the Philippines 
wili.do porhiaps the greatest thing that hs yet 
been done fer the industrial welfare of the 
islands, At presont, enys the Cablonews, thore 
is imported into the ‘archipelago in the neigh- 
bourbood of two and a half millions of do lars’ 
worth of cotton goods every year. According 
to Professor W. 8. Lyon, of.the bureau of 
agticaltare, whe hus been conducting carefal 
znd protracted experiments. cotton Hourishes 
throughout tbe Philippines in & way thst would 
make glad the heart of a planter in the south of 
the United: Sta‘es, and its quality {s of 
the very best. But alas! the boll wearil, 
thonght by experts to be as‘ variety pecu- 
Har to the Philippines, is abroad in the land 
and, asin Texas, wan has not been able to cope 
with it. 3 
{80 far Professor Lyon has discovered three 
Places in the archipelago which grow cotton and 
which the weevil has not invaded, These are 
thelake region near Taal, San Juan de Boo-Bac, 
on the south-east border of Basangas on the 
edge of Tavabag, and the district of Locos Sur 
and Ilocos Nort: Whether the weevil does. 
not find these places congenial, or whether it 
hadsnot yet discovered. them, the professor is 
undecided. .... ‘ . 

At San Juan de Boc-Boo about 30,000 pounds 

@ year pre grown, und in the two northern 
provinces about 100,000 pounds. Wherever the 
cotton gkows its growth and quality is remarks- 
able, so Idpg as the weevil Ieares italone. Sea 
Island cotton Professor Lyon considers the most 
promising pf all for the Philippines, provided, of 
course, thatpest can be gotrid of. He described 
this variety:as being quite the equal if not the 
superior of jliat grown back in America, 
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’ Profé:sor Lyou ix steatily working upon 
the problem of how to ontw.t the weevil, and 
is now trying the’ practicability of one of the 
three methods being used in ‘Texns to get rid 
of the p-st. There they started in with o 
variety of ant whivh is adeadly exomy of the 
boll weevil, but unfortunat-ly the ants failed 
to wul-iply ax fast as the weevils and so they 
were far from satisfactory. ‘Tho second mothad 
wax that of plantings a very carly variety 
of catten which matured before the woevils 
became active. Still a third method and, 
perhaps, the most. sotiafactory ot all, was 
that of planting an exceedingly lata variety 
. Which under ordiuvary ciroumstances would 
not ripen before the frost. and which when 
full of the bast is patheret up aud burned. 
Unfortunately we have no frost here to check 
the pests. so that all that can be done ia to plant 
cotton at all times of the yer, and then obserco 
and try and ascertain somo period during the 12 
months when the weevil is not busy. TFhis, of 
courye, would be the time to mature the cotton, 


isthe rainy season, ‘lhe cotton -bolly mmst not 
be left to ma'nre in'the beating rain,'olxe they 
will be ruined. Professor Lyon is now busy 
trying. to uiscover some time during the dry 
seuson when the weevil is not.active, Updor nor- 
mal conditions it docs the most damage iu Jan,, 
ine most favourable time for ripening cotton. 
But Professor Lyon is of the opiniou that 
thore are many islands of the archipelago which 
have. not- been’ invaded by the weevil, and on 
which cotton might be grown in large qnon- 
tities and ata great profit, ~ . 


RUSSIAN WAR OFFICE 
: MANAGEMENT. 


A dispatch from St. Pe‘orsburg, dated tho 
25th April, ssys that the Russian officials, 
“stung by the who'esale criticism Istely heaped 
up a the War Office foe its unprepaureduess und 
incapacity in providiag the Danchurian army 
with men, guus, and munitions,” have laid bare 
what has been done vince the opening of 
hostilities. giving the exact. figures. rom 
these it appears t.atup te Mare 12t0 the War 
Office haa dispatet+d 15.057 Offle va, 761,467 
men, 146 308 nerses. 125]: nn , end 316,321 tous 
ot munitions and supplies tu t.« front, declaring 
the transportation strained le Siberian railroat 
to its utmost capacity. The army organ admits 
that the army inthe Far Fast, when the war 
Opened, was hxidly worth the mame (uo 
figures being given), bnt it ix known that the 
troops dd not exe-ed 60,0U0 men, practically 
defending: this on. the ground that Eujeror 
Nicholas desired 10 avoid, war aud therefora 
refrained from sending reinforcements, which 
surely would have provoked it. 

The criticism’ of the War Office's failure to 
adequately «upply Port Arthur ia mot by the 
s‘atement that it was prewis' ened fora garris 1 
of twelve battalions. the decision to put thirty 
battalions there being taken so late that the 
original calonlationa could not be remodolled 
While affirming that the quick-firing guns ont 
field guns of the Russians are super.or to thos 
of the Japanese, the War Office explains that tiv 
miefortune in’ the insufficiency of mountain 
guns was due to the fact that when the wor 
broke out Russia was just adopting a new 
pattern. It is denied that the War Officy 
wos ‘deceived im regard to. the available 
strength of the Japanese army, or the organise- 
tion of the Japanese reserves, but the army 
organ fraokly. admits that the talents of thu 
- officers and the wonderful spirit of the soldi-rs 
were miscalculated. 

The publication of this article has created o 
sensation among military men and the genor | 
_public, Many of the former are censuring the 
Genoral Staff for disclosing valuable military 
secrets, while the latter find from ths figures 1 
practical sdmirsion that the war has cost almost 
500,000 men in killed, wonnded, prisoners and 
sick, as the whole effective army in tho Far 
Enst is now believed not to exceod 300,000 men.

cusicr still to show tbat foreign i: v-ntiona tend 
to restrict the demand for « hinesw Isbour, aod 
easiest. of all to demonstrate that: foreign 
Banners are not even nearly os good as their 
own. ‘Tosuch of them as held the systems of 
ethics taught by their great teachors to be equal, 
aud oven superior, to those obtaiving in the 
Weet, foreign * missions also present no 
attraction, : 

" ‘to medical missions, cn the other band, no 
such objections apply. Whutever their success 
cr failure in the propavstion of their creeds 
so long «a they. succeed in their medicol aims 
neither themselves nor sny one else have reason 
to.compl.in. of their ‘uselessnags,_The_hanefits

suffering by organizing the practice of that 
superior science in lands where it is not other- 
wiso known, deserve the support of all philan- 
thropis men, whether in agreernent or not with 
their speculative tenets. . 
Holding. these views, it is with peculisr 
leasure that we hear of Dr. Wilkinsou’s new 
ospital for men in Feochow city. Tho 
hospital, which is pleasantly situated near 
the North Gate, will have saccommode- 
tion, we are informed, for fifty in patients, 
and thongh part of the furniture of 
the wards is not yet received, will be in full 
swing, so far us out-patients are concerned, by 
next week. We congratulate Dr. Wilkinson on 
the completion of this excellent enterprise, and 
| oan bim all success in the future management 
of it.

On either. side of the open space were tive 
roomy offices shaded by the far-spreading foliage 
of a species of oak with whito Syringa-like 
blossoms which diffused an odour of violets, and 
aerosd it a walk of tesselated pavomont, orna- 
mented on either side by rows of high-blue and 
green-colonred flower stands, led to. a broud 
flight of granite steps which oxtended alony the 
entire frontage of an introductory building. the 
bricks of which yere of an indigo-blue colour, 
evenly pointed in mortar, and in places decorated 
with akilfully-chisolled mouldings. “These steps 
asconded to a long: but incapacious terrace. 
tastefully decorated with earthenware and china 
pots holding a choice collection of tropicul 

lantsand ferns intermixed with various colourell 

owors, The curving eaves of tho roof, which 
woro supported by curiously carvod pillars of 
stone, projected aufficiontly to quite shelter this 
terrace, in the contre of which was a large 
woolen gateway painted red and in places richly 
gildod., ‘This was the donjon.of Hung Fong's 
coetle, and whon these portala and tho similarly 
constructed inner ones were passed, the scene 
that presonted itself was quito onchuntinog. 

Up to the present position the oyo had only 
encountered the usual signs of wealth and 
respectability distinguishing the residence of 
a Chinese gentleman of position, but now his 
Juxurious refinement and clogant tastes became 
more apparent and profuse at oach forward step. 

Tn front of you lay a commodious garden-like 
enclosure with here and thero swoll buildings, 
most of which were under separate roofs. These 
wero surrounded by artistically designed pieces 
of rockwork and shaded by loafy tress, overhang- 
ing ereopers-and clumps of graceful: bamboos, 
which waved their feathery plumes to the softest, 
airs; while o miniature Inke, where gold-fish 

rted and splashed, completed, the beauty of 
the sylvay scene. To the nght nestling among 
gloesy foliage interspersed with purplish-pink 
pblossonis, stood the Reception Hall, the outer 
walla of which wore ornamented with largo 
modallion-like pictures of flowers, fruits, and 
birds. Tho interior wos paved with fine 
marble tiles, tha furniture comprising a kang, 
or-raised platform with so table and two arm- 
chairs,* sevoral elaborately carved ebony chairs 
and settess with marble seats, a couple of round 
tables and four sniall console tables of similar 
workmanship and materiel; tho walls being 
hung with. oblong-shaned scrolls containing | 


pictures illustrating historical and legendary |. 


scones, and texts from the writings of Confucius 
and Tvac-tere. To the left of this building was 
the Ancestral Hull, the exterior walls of which 
were of blue-colouret brick, elaborately decora- 
ted with rustie scenery dove in stucce.work. 
On ontoering this sacred: edifice the eye at once 
fell upon a long altar, covered with gorgeously 


embroidered red cloth, which occupied the centre | - 


of the op osito Wall, _ Upon this were arranged 
the family tablets, a large. image of the God of 
Wealth—which generally received a propor. 
tionate amount of homage and heard tho most’ 
dovout. invosations—-aleo 9 hideous imporsona- 
tion of the Yeuk Wang, or Creator of Heaven 
and Forth, and-a number of, suialler idols 
intended te represent the deities enpposed’ to 
preside over the chief doors of tho esteblish- 
ment. In frout of ‘eos gilded “josses” wore 
placed a varied assorimont of lighted sacrificial 
cindles, made of red-coloured wox, and libations 
of puro Fokion tea, besides other offerings of 
‘weet cakes, sugar-plums, melonseeds and boiled 
rice, with which t regale thomeelves during 
this festive season ; whily burning “ joss-sticks ; 
enveloped them in clouds of fragrant smoke. 
Lying further back in thi cious inclosure 
wera tho sitting rooms and dining halls for the 
male and female members of the boueebold ; 
while the sleeping apartments of the latter were 
situated on a first floor, along the front of which 
ran a ganze-covered balcony. Most .of. these 
upstair rooms, whi'h were used srelnulvely by 
the Jadiee, communicated by menus of sliding 
panels and by circular and pear-shaped doorways 
that piorced the wooden partitions which 
soparated them. They were plainly but. wail 
furnished in the ordinary style, the floors beliy 
fencifully tiled, and in’ the cantre covered’ with 
light matting bearing coloured designs ; ond the 
walls,. though frescoed in’ places, were only 
further decorated with no few scrolls. The 
Chineso are quite Teutonic in -the severe 
simplicity of their household paraphernalia 
which, howorer, is eminently adapted for the 
warmth of the climate, the obony, marble-seated 
chairs and seltees being particularly cool and 
pleasant.
